Under provisions of the con- 
tract, which will extend over a 
period of 40 years, the _ Lower 
Tule district would receive an- 
nually 274,000 acre feet of class 2 
water and 40,000 acre feet of Class 
1 water. Class 2 waterg would 
cost an amount not to exceed 
$1.50 an acre foot and Class 1 
water, an amount not to exceed 
$3.50 an acre foot. 

Class 1 water is an assured sup- 
ply of water; Class 2 water is 
obtainable when and if available. 

In order for the contract elec- 
tion to carry,:a two-thirds ma- 
jority must vote favorably within 
the district. 

Lower Tule district directors 
do not contemplate construction of 
a pipeline distribution system as 
is being done in some of the other 
irrigation districts of the area.

About the only other present 
activity in vegetables is in po- 
tatoes, hqwever, the fall and win- 
ter season has been disappointing 
both from the standpoint of pro- 
duction and: price. 

Little if any more potato dig- 
ging is anticipated in the area 
west of Porterville; in the Terra 
Bella area, about 100 acres re- 
mains to be dug if market con- 
ditions improve.
